Tho  advanoo  movement  ordeaed 
by  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion in  Louisville,  Ky.,  can  be  made 
a glorious  success  only  by  the 
hearty  cooperation  of  our  churches. 
Tho  Board  is  acting  in  accoradance 
with  what  the  Convention  ordered. 
Six  now  missionaries  have  already 
been  appointed,  and  in  two  weeks 
moro  we  will  likely  have  at  least 
eleven  under  appointment.

Prayer. 

The  apostlie  gave  a voico  to  the 
experience  o every  sincere  Christ- 
ian, when  he  said,  “Lord,  teaoh  us 
tp  pray.”  At  least  three  things 
ajre  necessary  in  a prayer,  first, 
there  must  be  a desire  for  some- 
thing, something  for  self,  some- 
thing for  others,  or  a yearning  de- 
sire for  a dolor  communion  with 
tjhc  Father,  fbr  without  this  com- 
ihunion  wo  fnust  often  gropo  in 
ihists,  and  wilk  in  vain  shadows. 
Second,  theri  must  bo  faith  to  be- 
llicvo  that  GAd  will  give  us  that 
tor  which  w»j  ask.  The  root  idea 
jn  tno  word  flaith  means  to  “bind,” 
and  when  say  “we  havo  faith  in 
God,”  we  mdan  to  say  that  we  have 
that  in  us  which  binds  us  to  God. 
And  this  hidden  cord  must  be  in 
evory  prayefj. 

Third,  every  prayer  must  be 
drowned  with  a “thy  will  and  not 
Mine,  be  dotae."  These  are  more 
than  condiments  to  the  real  prayer 
They  are  casontial  elements,  and 
overy  prayer  must  have  them. 

With  this  kind  of  a prayer,  the 
soul  will  hawo  nutriment,  whereas 
tho  frivolities  ot  the  world  will 
proveto  be  but  high  confectiona- 
rios,  on  which  it  will  starve. 

In  him  t^ho  forgets  to  pray, 
doubts  will  tingle  in  overy  fibre 
with  evil  orjergy,  as  does  the  tem- 
pest when  charged  with  an  electric 
Current.  Ife  will  move  under 
dreary  clouds,  and  all  things  seem 
gray  and  cold. 

Prayer  huishea  tho  mutterings  of 
■ihort  sighted  fears,  and  the  self  as- 
Hurting  accents  of  an  insisting  will 
and  helps  u«  to  wait  mutely  for 
fiod.s  voice,  for  when  he  speaks 
thoro  is  cAfm.  When  he  speaks 
wo  can  feel  the  fury  ot  tho  gale  is 
Scattered, anpl  the  noises  of  contend- 
ing desires,  and  the  whispers  of 
earthly  hopes  are  hushed. 

By  prayer  we  grow  strong  in 
tho  “Lord  a,nd  in  tho  power  of  his 
tnigut,"  but  forgetting  to  pray,  wo 
■ ease  to  he  the  skillful  wielders  of 
resolute  strength,  and  become 
dwarfed  in  spiritual  power.  Pray- 
ing with  an  exultant  faith,  life 
will  know  repose,  and  the  inces- 
sant caro  and  labor  of  ’ tho  mind 
will  find  tranquillity.  Such  an  ono 
can’t  become  discouraged,  for  ho 
will  be  backed  up  by  God  and  will 
feel  it,  and  life  to  him  will  continu- 
ally blossom  into  a glorious  enthu- 
siasm. 

He  who  is  often  in  prayer  will 
havo  a broad  spiritual  horizon,  and 
iiia  geography  will  take  in  the 
world.  The  words  of  Jesus,  “Go 
ye  into  all  tho  world,”  will  sound 
liko  a tocsin,  and  tho  echo  will  run 
rythmic  to  the  soul.  By  being 
much  in  prayer,  wo,  like  Paul,  can 


soar  into  tho  pure  air  of  devotion, 
and  continually  look  upwards,  in  a 
rapture  jot  hope,  to  the  faoe  of  God 
And  often  standing  face  to  face 
with  God  in  prayer,  ere  we  think 
it,  God  f ill  imprint  his  own  image 
on  the  heart. 

Christians  often  fail  to  reach  the 
summit  of  deVotjoaal  rapture,  Be- 
cause they  forget  to  look  to  the 
source  from  which  help  cometb. 
Unrest  gnd  disquiet  which  make 
mutiny  in  the  soul,  must  be  quell- 
ed by  prayen 

“God  is  the  master  light  of  all 
our  seeing."  If  this  could  be  re- 
membered, kb  intense  enthusiasm 
would  broathe  through  us,  and  we 
would  turn  to  the  great  orb  from 
whence  come  gleams  of  spiritual 
sunshiny  tha^  chase  the  shadows. 

Prayer  is  the  lever  whioh  rest- 
ing on  the  fulcrum  of  faith,  must 
lift  a worl4  to  Christ.  The  life 
that  spends  ipuch  time  in  prayer, 
is  tho  life  thgt  rises  above  self,  tri - 
umphing  in  victory,  exulting  in 
praise. 

May  he  who  treads  unchallenged 
in  the  heart,  tho  custodian  of  our 
cares,  toacb  us  not  only  to  pray, 
but  how  to  help  him  to  answer  our 
prayer*.

Ingersoll  On  Alcohol. 

One  of  th«  i;reatrHt  temperance 
oration*  ev*r  delivered  in  the  Eng- 
lieh  language  was  delivered  by 
Iagersoll  in  a case  where  he  was 
'defending  a liquor  dealer.  It  wee 
u fellows : 

‘•I  tn  swsre  that  there  ia  a pre- 
judice against  any  man  engaged  in’ 
the  manufacture  of  alcohol.  I be- 
lieve that  from  the  time  it  isaaea 
from  the  coiled  and  poisonous 
worm  in  the  diaitillery  nntil  if 
empties  into  the  hell  of  death,  dis- 
honor aad  crime,  it  demoralises 
everybody*  that  touche*  it,  from  its 
source  to  where  it  ends.  I do  not 
believe  anybody  can  contemplate 
the  subject  without  becoming  prev 
js diced  against  that  liquor  crime 

‘'All  we  have  to  do,  gentlemen 
in  to  think  of  the  wreck*  on  either 
. bank  of  the  stream  of  death  ; of 
the  suicides,  of  the  insanity;  of 
the  poverty,  of  the  ignorance,  of 
the  destitation  ; of  the  little  cbil- 
r dren  tugging  at  the  faded  and  wea- 
ry breasts  of  weeping  and  despair- 
ing wives,  asking  for  bread;  oi 
• the  talented  men  of  gonins  it  ha* 
wracked,  the  men  struggling  wiih 
imaginary  serpents,  produced  by 
this  devilish  thing  ; and  when  you 
fhiok  of  the  jails,  the  almshouses, 
of  the  asylums,  of  the  prisons,  of 
the  scaffolds  upon  either  bank,  I 
do  not  wander  that  every  thought- 
ful (nan  it  prejudiced  against  this 
stuff  called  aloohol. 

'‘Intemperance  cuts  down  youth 
ia  its  vigor,  manhood  in  ita  strength 
and  age  iu  its  weakness.  It  breaks 
the  father's  heart,  bereaves  the 
doting  mother,  extinguishes  natu 
ral  a If  actions, erases  conjugal  loves, 
blots  out  filial  attachments,  blights 
• parental  hope,  and  brings  down 
mourning  ago  iu  sorrow  to  the 
grave.  It  produoos  weakness,  not 
strength;  sickness,  not  health; 
death,  not  life.  It  makes  wives 
widow*;  ohildren  orphans  ; fathers 
fiends  ; and  all  of  them  paupers 
and  beggars.  It  feed*  rheumatism 
nurses  goat,  welcomes  epidemics, 
invite*  cholera  imports  pestilence, 
and  embraces  consumption.  It 
covers  the  land  with  idlenoss,  mis. 
•ry  and  crime.  It  fills  your  jails, 
supplies  your  al  rnnhoUMn  ami  de 
mauds  your  asylums.  It  engenders 
controversies,  fosters  quarrels,  and 
eberisbeu  riots.  It  crowds  your 
penitentiaries  sod  furnishes  vic- 
tims to  your  scaffolds.  It  is  the 
life  blood  of  the  gambler,  the  ali- 
ment of  the  burglar,  the  prop  of 
the  highwayman,  and  the  support 
of  the  midnight  iacendiary.  It 
nounteoancos  the  liar,  rospocts  the 


thief,  esteems  the  blasphemer.  It 
violates  obligations,  reverences 
fraud,  and  honors  infamy.  It  de- 
fames benevolence,  hates  love, 
scorns  virtne  and  slanders  inno* 
cence.  It  incites  the  father  to 
butcher  bis  helpless  offspring,  helps 
the  husband  massacre  his  wife,  and 
the  child  to  grind  the  paricidal  ax- 
il barns  up  men,  consumes  women’ 
detests  life,  curses  God,  and  de 
spises  heaven.  It  suborns  witness 
os  ; nurses  perjury,  defiles  the  ju- 
ry box,  and  stains  the  judiaia!  er 
mine.  It  degrades  the  citizens, 
debases  tho  legislator,  dishonors 
statesmen,  and  disarms  the  patriot 
It  brings  shame,  not  honor ; terror 
not  safety;  and  with  the  malevo- 
lence of  a fiend,  it  calmly  surveys 
its  frightful  desolation,  and,  unsat 
isfied  with  its  havoc,  it  poisons  fe- 
licity, kills  poace,  ruins  morals, 
blights  confidence,  slays  reputation 
and  wipes  out  national  honors, 
then  curses  the  world  and  laughs 
at  its  ruin. 

“It  does  all  that  and  mhre — it 
murders  the  soul.  It  ia  tho  son  of 
villainies,  the  father  of  all  orimes, 
the  mother  of  abomination,  the 
devil’s  best  friend,  and  God's  worst 
enpiny.”  I y 

The  above  clipping  is  from  the 
Chicago  L*ver  While  Robort  G. 
Ingersotl  has  passed  away  and 
gone  to  his  reward,  yet  the  above 
was  not  a production  of  his  brain, 
but  of  Dr.  John  C.  Gunn,  and  will 
be  found  in  his  New  Family  Phy- 
sician or  Home  Book  of  Health, 
page  99,  published  in  1892.  I

“Tho  Passing  of  Ingersoll,”  by 
Dudley  G.  Wooten,  which  I regard 
as  a literary  gem.  I am  much 
pleased  with  the  Stato  tickot.  Tho 
canvass  has  boon  oo  a high  plane, 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that 
Christian  gonllcmon  can  -be  nomi- 
nated and  elected  to  office.  I 
heard  of  one  man  being  defeated 
for  offioe  by  the  friends  of  liis  op- 
ponent visiting  boxes  where  they 
wero  unknown  and  using  whiskey 
in  the  interest  of  this  man,  and  he 
was  beaten.

Facts  To  Be  Remembered. 

WHO  IK  RESPONSIBLE  FOR  THE  ESTAB- 
LISH MINT  OF  THI  CANTUS  ? 

On  March  1,  1875,  Congress  au- 
thorised the  President  to  -‘make 
and  publish  regulation^  for  the 
government  of  the  army.’’ 

Section  315  of  the  United  Slates 
Army  Regulations  reads ; “Post 


exchanges  (canteens)  are  establish- 
ed and  maintained  under  special 
regulations  prepared  by  tho  War 
Departmont.jtyhich  will  be  publisb- 
| ed  Irom  time  in  time.” 

The  law  of  1878  has  never  been 
revoked.  Under  it  President 
Hayes,  on  February  22,  1881,  is 
sued  an  order  binihhing  intoxicat- 
ing drinks  from  the  army. 

President  McKinley  is  reported 
in  an  interview  at  Holyoke,  Miassa 
chusetts,  as  saying  : “Personally  I 
should  be  very*glad  to  see  prohibi- 
tion of  the  canteen.*' 

The  act  of  1|875  gives  himj  the 
powor  to  do  so. 

On  February  3,  1899,  Secretary 
John  D.  Long  issuod  an  order  ban- 
ishing iutoxioating  drinks  from 
the  navy.  Had  not  Russell  A.  Al- 
ger, Secretary  of  War,  like  power 
to  banish  intoxicating  drinks  from 
tho  army  ? Yet  he  is  reported  as 
saying:  “If  it  rested  with  me,  I 
would  abolish  it  entirely  ” With 
whom  did  it  reel  ? 

On  tho  30th  of  June,  1890,  Con- 
gress  passed  an  act  relatidg  to  tho 
canteen  which  contains  this  pro- 
vision : 

“No  alcoholic  liquors*1  beer  or 
wine,  shall  be  sold  or  supplied  to 
the  enlisted  raon  in  any  - canteen 
(exchange),  or  post  trader’s  store, 
or  in  any  room  or  building,  or  any 
garrison  or  military  post*  in  any 
State  or  Territory  in  which  tho 
sale  oi  alcoholic  liquor,  beer,  or 
wine,  is  prohibited  by  lavjj" 

Yet  during  the  Spanish  war  can- 
teens for  the  sale  of  intoxicating' 
drinks  we-e  established  ulnder 
sanction  of  the  government,  at 
Camp  Thomas,  Chickamtug* ; 
Camp  Coppingor,  Mobil*;  Lake 
land,  Florida,  and  at  Montauk 
Point.  All  th*Ho  camps  wore  in 
territory  where  the  sale  of  intoxi- 
cating liquor  was  prohibited  by 
law. 

On  the  2nd  day  of  March,  1899, 
the  President  approved  an  act  of 
Congross  of  which  the  following  is 
the  seventeenth  section : 

“Seotion  17.!  That  no' officer  or 
private  soldier  shall  bo  detailed  to 
sell  intoxicating  drinks  as  a bar- 
tender  or  otherwise,  in  ahy  post, 
oxchange  or  canteen,  nor  shall  any 
other  person  bo  required  6r  allow, 
od  to  sell  such  liquor  in  ;any  en- 
campment or  fort,  o|-  on  at)y  prem- 
ises used  for  military  purposes  by 
the  United  States  ; and  the  Secre- 
tary  ot  War  is  hereny  directed  to 
issue  such  goneral  order  as  may  bo 
necossary  to  carry  the  provisions 
of  this  section  into  full  fqrce  and 
effect.” 

| II 

On  the  12th  day  of  March,  the 
War  Department  gave  out  to  cer- 
tain newspapers  the  statement  that 
the  Secretary  of  War  construed 


th*  law  to  permit  of  ahe'  omploy- 
meint  of  civilians  to  (jisponso  liq. 
uor  at  post  exchanges;  etc.”  This 
statement  was  printed)  on  the  13fh 
of  March  in4  papers  ip  Pittsburg, 
Pennsylvania,  New  Yurk  and  other 
plaices. 

On  the  3d  of  April,  the  Attorney 
General  gave  an  opinion  that  con- 
strued the  law  to  permit  of  tho  cm- 
ployment  of  civilian*  to  dispense 
liquor  at  post  exchanges.  This  was 
in  Substance  what  waisj  given  out  to 
the  press  three  weeks  Petore  as  the 
construction  put  upon-  tho  law  by 
Secretary  Alger. 

On  the  12th  of  April,  Secretary 
Alger  issuod  an  ordofri based  upon 
this  opinion, and  thecantenn*  wore 
reopened  * 

Who  is  responsibly  tor  tho  con- 
tinuance of  tho  cantcjch  ? 

On  the  11th  day  pt-  July,  1899, 
President  McKinley  informed  a 
delegation  of  gentleman  represent- 
ing the  National  Terddorance  Soci- 
ety and  kindred  organizations,  ; 
that  the  opinion  ot  the  Attorney  * 
General  was  given  without  any 
previous  knowledge  ojn  his  pari; 
that  he  did  not  know  that  an  opin- 
ion had  been  asked  top  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  War;  neither  did  ho 
know  that  such  an  bpinion  had 
been  given  until  several  days  after- 
ward. The  President!  then  asked 
for  tho  brief  which  hud  boon  pre- 
pared by  Col.  Eli  F.  ftikter,  tho  So- 
ciety’s attorney,  promising  to  givo 
it  bis  personal  examination,  adding 
that  if  tho  opinion  wm  found  to  bo 
correct,  it  would  stand. 

Two  weeks  afterwards,  on  tho 
26th  of  July,  tho  PuRsrdont  sonta 
telegram  to  Mr.  Joshua  L.  Baily, 
chairman  of  tb&  delegation,  saying 
that  the  matter  wass(ill  under  bon- 
sidejration. 

Thus  the  matter  rests  in  the 
hands  of  President  licKiniey,  who 
has  personally  and  officially  as- 
sumed tho  responsibility.
